UNITED STATES IS 
SENDING TROOPS TO 
HAYTIAN REPUBLIC 


LAURIER TO VISIT 
PACIFIC COAST IN 
EARLY SEPTEMBER 


Washington. July 22.—Plans for mo¬ 
bilizing at least one thousand marines 
within striking distance of Haytl and 
the Dominican republic, will move for¬ 
ward another step to-morrow with the 
arrival of the naval transport Prairie 
at Guantanamo from Vera Cruz. The 
Prairie will have the full complement 
of officers of the marines already at 
Guantanamo and will remain there to 
transport the force to Haytl should an 
emergency arise, while the Hancock Is 
away for more troops. 

With these preparations President 
Wilson's decision as to what action the 
United States shall take to quell the 
revolutions In the island republic and 
satisfy the pressure of European cred¬ 
itors will be awaited. War and navy 
officials are confident that peace can be 
restored on the island only by the ac¬ 
tive Intervention, of the United States, 
and are perfecting their plans. 

Solon Monos, the Haytlen minister, 
conferred to-day with Secretary Bryan 
and urged that Intervention would re¬ 
sult in a number of counter revolu¬ 
tions, and bring about the dissolution 
of the' present government and even 
the abdication of the preslde'nt. 

"I count on the spirit of Justice of 
the American people.” said Minister 
Menos. referring to intervention, "to 
restrain them from taking the step 
which would be so harmful to Haytl.” 

Present mobilization of marines In 
the vicinity of the Islands, the ininlsier 
stated, had been officially explained by 
the state department as a precaution¬ 
ary step taken to avert possible 
trouble, and was not he felt sure. an 
Indication that plans actually existed 
for the landing of United States troops 
In Haytl.

PALACE CONFERENCE IN 
SESSION AGAIN TO-DA ! 


Vancouver, July 22.—Captain Yama¬ 
moto has fixed the departure of the 
Hindu shfp for 6 a.m. Thursday. 

So certain w-ere the Dominion Immi¬ 
gration officials this morning that 
Gurdlt Singh w'ould keep his promise 
o? last night and allow the Komagata 
Maru to sail to China now that It has 
been agreed to provision her. that none 
of the staff thought It worth while to 
appear before the usual 9 o'clock time 
for opening the office. At that hour 
the Komagata was still at anchor and 
a cable’s length away lay the Rainbow 
In her dinghy gray last year’s war 
paint. Smoke was Issuing from the 
Komagata's funnel and apparently the 
vessel had steam up for her return 
passage. East night the Hindus claimed 
to be hungry and their Immediate 
needs were satisfied with food sent out 
by the officials. 

The city police are feeling rather 
sore at the turn of events. There Is a 
certain feeling among the officers that 
they were called on to take all the 
chances and were forced to >take an 
awful beating under conditions where 
no other result was possible In the 
Sunday morning attack. For this the 
Hindus met no punishment they com¬ 
plain. and yesterday the Immigration 
people were glad enough to resume ne¬ 


gotiations with them as If nothing 
bloodthirsty had happened. 

Mayor T. 8. Baxter regards the In¬ 
cidents of yesterday's settlement as a 
huge farce. He thinks the Hindus 
Jockeyed the officials at every turn. 
"The Hindus believe they have the 
authorities whipped Into line,” said the 
mayor. "Sentiment In the city Is vary 
strong that the authorities are making 
themselves ridiculous," added the city’s 
chief magistrate. 

The militia companies stood under 
arms at the w’harf yesterday from 7 
a.m. to 8 p.m. They never got further 
than the wharf. 

Seven Vancouver Hindus have taken 
passage aboard the steamer Komagata 
Maru. They declare they are going 
back to India for the purpose of 
spreading revolution as a result of the 
trials of the Hindus In Vancouver.

TYRONE IS LIKELY TO

Washington, July 22.—Ambassador 
DeGama of Brazil and Ministers 
Huarez and Naon of Chile and Argen¬ 
tine respectively, the three mediators 
In the Mexican affair, appealed to 
President Wilson to-day to have the 
United States use its influence with 
General Carranza to obtain a general 
amnesty for those who supported the 
Huerta government. 

It w’as the first formal call of the 
three mediators since the conference 
at Niagara Falls adjourned They 
were accompanied by Secretary Br>an 
and for nearly an hour discussed the 
Mexican situation in all its phases. 
They expressed a view that Fran¬ 
cisco Carbajal was ready to turn over 
th<- government to General Carranza, 
but wanted guarantees that there 
w'ould be no wholesale executions, ar¬ 
rests or confiscation of property 

They told President Wilson that 
Carbajal would not surrender uncon¬ 
ditionally and that unless these guar¬ 
antees for the protection of the lives 
and property of those who supported 
Huerta were given, would concentrate 
all the military forces and 'resist to 
the utmost any effort to Invade Mex¬ 
ico City. 

The president and Mr. Bgyan lls- 
t- ned attentively to the views of the 
South American diplomats especially 
as they indicated that their govern¬ 
ments probably would be unable to 
recognize an\ administration in Mex¬ 
ico which refused to give quarter to 
Its enemy t»r re-establish itself by 
peaceful means in accordance with 
civilized practice among nations 

That the influence of the United 
States was being relied on by Pro¬ 
visional President Carbajal to obtain 
satisfactory terms from the consti¬ 
tutionalists was xplalned also by Jose 
( astellot. personal >e) resentatlve > t 
Carbajal. The mediators conferred 
not only with Mr. Castellot but also 
with Emilio Rabaet. head ».f the dele¬ 
gation which rep.esented Huerta at 
tlio Niagara conference. 

Mr. Ca.stellot was confident the 
American government never would 
permit an arbitrary entry Into Mexico 
City. lie said the Carbajal govern¬ 
ment wanted no share In the future 
administration, no validation of the 
H r ts of Huerta, but guarantees for 
lives and property. 

Word that the commission which 
will represent Carbajal In negoti¬ 
ations with Carranza had left Mexico 
Cdy came to Castellot to-day. 

The commission departed without 
obtaining credentials but since Car¬ 
ranza Indicated to the American gov¬ 
ernment that he would recognize the

London, July 22.—Premier Asquith 
assumed to-day In the House of Com¬ 
mons full responsibility for the speech 
made by the king yesterday to (he 
political leaders who had met ut 
Buckingham palace to confer on the 
Irish home rule problem. He thus set 
at rest various reports in circulation 
since the Ulster controversy has be¬ 
come acute, and since the first an¬ 
nouncement of the conference. The 
premier said: “The speech was sent 
to me In the ordinary way by his ma¬ 
jesty the day before It was delivered, 
and I take the entire responsibility for 
it. 

"The king left It to the discretion of 
the conference to determine whether 
his speech should be published and tho 
conference decided unanimously in 
favor of Its publication. His majesty 
throughout this matter has followed 
the strictest constitutional practice. He 
has not taken any step from the be¬ 
ginning until now' except in consulta¬ 
tion with and on the advice of his 
ministers." 

Premier Asquith, oti being ques¬ 
tioned as to the calling of the confer- 
once, said with emphasis that-all at¬ 
tending are. doing so unconditionally. 
I lie declined to discuss why it was be- 
I log held in Buckingham palace Instead 
of In the House of Commons. 

| When asked whether there would »e 
Ian opportunity for discussion of the 
subject in the house. Premier Asquith 
answered: "Time will show." 

The public interest in the crisis over 
the Irish hotm* rule question over¬ 
shadowed everything else to-day In 
the British Isles. When represen¬ 
tatives of tho Liberals. Conserva¬ 
tives, Irish Nationalists and List *r 
Unionists arrived at Buckingham pal¬ 
ace this morning to continue their con¬ 
ference with a view* to pacific settle¬ 
ment of the Ulster problem, they found 
on enormous crowd assembled in the 
great open space before the gptes of 
the palace. The various statesmen as 
they passed were respectfully greeted 
by thPIr sympathizers. 

Having disposed of the preliminaries 
of the conference at yesterday’s formal 
meeting’, ‘when King George addressed 
the assembled statesmen, the con¬ 
ferees arrived to-day prepared to 
taolvle the crux of the problem, tho 
area of Ulster to be excluded from the 
operation of the. Irish home rule bill, 
and the means of carrying out this ex¬ 
clusion. Some clearing of the ground 
had also been effected during informal 
conferences laTe yesterday. 

The conferees were again In session 
for an hour and a rtulf to-day. and 
rhen adjourned until to-morrow. 

.Tbo cjqlpqai of the two opposing par¬ 
ties. led by John E. Redmond and Sir 
Edward Carson, on the critical ques¬ 
tion of area to be excluded from the 
operation of home rule, were presented 
to the conferees. As neither the Na¬ 
tionalist or the Ulster Unton leader 
possesses plenipotentiary powers, how¬ 
ever. these claims must be submitted 
to the consideration of their respective 
party-caucuses at each stage so that 
progress of the conference necessarily 
must be deliberate. 

John Redmond and John Dillon, as 
they left Buckingham palace and 
passed along the sidewalk In front of 
Wellington barracks, received a great 
reception from the men of the bat¬ 
talion of Irish Guards stationed there. 
The soul I ere crowded to the windows 
cheering wildly and waving their caps. 

Openly, of course, the two sides con¬ 
tend that they cannot withdraw from 
their present positions, but It Is under¬ 
stood that Premier Asquith is likely to 
submit to the conference a proposal to 
allow the Protestant counties of Ulster 
to vote together on the question of ex¬ 
clusion from the home rule pallainont, 
and that he might so change the time 
limit of gtx years embodied In the 
emending bill. 

Sir Edward Carson, the Ulster 
Unionist leader, will make a fight to 
have the county of Tyrone Included In 
this agreement, and this proposition 
will, Jt is thought, provoke a conflict 
which will decide the fate of the con¬ 
ference.

"In the first place," said Pr. Tuga, 
"they are not Himius\at all. They are 
Sikhs. There is llttleV^in common be¬ 
tween them and the lliinlus. and there 
Is no brotherly feeling aifiong the one 
(lass for the other. 

"These Sikhs have come to British 
Columbia In pursuance of a pre-ar¬ 
ranged plan, and that plan is simply 
lo obtain their rights as subjects of 
the British empire. There are already 
many Sikhs in the province. The Sikhs 
believe they have as much business In 
British Columbia as the Canadians 
have in India, and It Is well known 
that there are thousands of Canadians 
in the civil service In the Indian em¬ 
pire. If the Sikhs are kept out, it la 
likely to make the position of those 
Canadians hard in India. 

"The Sikhs are almost all soldiers 
of the British army'. There are four 
hurdred of them. Many are still in 
the service and are off on furloughs; 
others are pensioners, and If admitted 
to Canada they would not stay long, 
but would return to India In accord¬ 
ance with the terms of their enlist¬ 
ment in the arm>% for service or ma¬ 
noeuvres. All these men are loyal 
British subjects faithful soldiers, and 
tbelr ill-treatment In British Co¬ 
lumbia will not Improve the temper of 
the Sikhs, who form the backbone of 
Britain’s Indian fighting force, 

"Gurdlt Singh, leader of the four 
hundred on the Komagata Maru, is a 
former contractor of Lahore, and has 
served In the army." 

Dr. Tuga says there Is no serious 
dissatisfaction In India against the 
British government. 

"I think, and the people think,” he 
said, "that the government Is serving 
the country well. Viscount Hardtnge, 
the viceroy, Is almost idolized, a!nd the 
recent attempt on the lives of the gov¬ 
erning party by no means represents 
the sentiment of the Indian people. 
Most of the agitators against British 
rule In India do not live In the 
country." 

Dr. Tuga Is neither Hindu or a Sikh. 
His people, the Aryans, are distin¬ 
guished from the Hindus chiefly by 
differences in religious faith, being 
Monotheists Instead of Polytheists. He 
Is the editor of a monthly magazine In 
Allahabad, the Virganand, social and 
religious In its nature, and Dr. Tuga 
says, catholic In Its views. 

After post-graduate w-ork In Chi¬ 
cago, Baltimore and other eastern 
cities, he will continue on to London 
for further study, and then on home, 
making the complete trip around the 
w f orld.

STRIKE SITUATION IN 
RUSSIA SERIOUS ONE 
SEVERAL MEN WOUNDED 


St. Petersburg. July 22.—The gen¬ 
eral strike in Russia took on a more 
serious aspect to-day when armed con¬ 
flicts occurred in the streets and re¬ 
sulted In the wounding of many police, 
Cossacks and strikers. Just outside 
the capital a passenger train on the 
coast lino to Finland was neld up by 
strikers, the engineer forced to quit the 
locomotive tinder threat of being shot 
and the passengers all driven out of 
the cars. 

The strikers, who numbered 300, then 
cut down the telegraph poles and 
raised obstructions on the tracks. A 
detachment of Cossacks and gendarmes 
arrived and drove off the twre’ckers. 
Traffic was then resumed, but every 
train was drawn by a locomotive with 
an armed escort. 

At Riga the strike movement was re¬ 
ported to be spreading, and 40,000 men 
in that city struejt, while In many 
other cities In all parts of the empire 
thousands of men were reported to 
have left their employment.

tiie French. The fittest must survive. 
Of course, the French have very im¬ 
portant interests. Nobody denies that. 
Tnroy have a predominance of land In¬ 
terests over British. But this in itself 
Is an insufficient argument for the ces¬ 
sion of the group to France. They have 
no genius for colonization. French In¬ 
terests have every right to expect to 
be conserved, but the overwhelming 
dominance of Great Britain in the Pa- 
rlfle given us a status that cannot be 
denied, and that ought to be pre-emin¬ 
ent. 

"One idea that Is often put forward, 
as a solution of the New Hebrides 
question is the division of the group 
between Britain and France. I am dead 
against partition for I am convinced 
that a new' crop of difficulties would 
arise that would be almost Insoluble. 
In the first place harbors are of para¬ 
mount Importance. There are only two 
decent harbors—Port Sandwich and 
Vila. One French proposal was to give 
England the southern islands and the 
Banks and Torres Islands and France 
was to have the rest. That would have 
been a very convenient arrangement 
for France, but not for Britain. If there 
Is going to be a division, and we have 
to give up Port Sandwich, then we 
must have Vila, But partition would 
not solve the trouble. In some respects 
it would Intensify it.” 

"Let me tell you what some of these 
French settlers do,” he said. "The na¬ 
tives are indentured for three years. 
The Frenchman will deduct all the 
days that a native is sick, to begin 
with. He will w'rite down, say, six 
j clays a month for sickness. Then he 
will deduct Sundays. So that at the 


lng a boy’s time, 
the settler goes on precisely the oppo-1 
site tack. He says that, as the boy is 
forbidden by the convention to w’ork 
on Sundays, it is not fair that he 
should be paid for Sundays, So the 
wages come down from 10s. a month to 
about 8s. It is a very convenient way 
of reducing th© labor bill. Another 
trick is this; As the boys do not work 
on Sundays, their masters do not give 
them food, with the result that they 
have to go to the masters’ stores and 
buy tinned meat, or something els**, 
which is sold at a profit of about 100 
per cent.

Local Practitioners of Mas¬ 
sage Treatment Prosecuted 
by Old Line Medicos 


Emboldened by its success in a re¬ 
cent Vancouver case, the "College of 
Physicians and Surgeons has turned Its 
attention to chiropractors who have 
Kyn carrying on business in this city, 
and three cases were brought by 
George Burrows, special agent of th** 
college. Two of these cases were heard 
and convictions recorded by the police 
magistrate to-day. and the third will 
be dealt with In the morning. 

C. F. Davie appeared for the private 
.prosecution In all the cases, the first 
•»ne to be taken up being that against 
John P. Taylor. R C. Lowe appeared 
as counsel for Mr. Taylor. The hearing 
of this and the other case occupied the 
court until after one o'clock, and as the 
magistrate was not able to sit this 
afternoon the third one was set for to¬ 
morrow. 

John T. Marshall, a foreman of 
works, consulted Mr. Taylor at the In¬ 
stance of the special agent of the col¬ 
lege. and explained that he was suf¬ 
fering from an enlarged hip and a 
strained bark. Mr. Taylor examined 
him and told him that some of the 
vertebrae were out of place, which 
could be remedied in five treatments at 1 
$2 each. One was given then, this con¬ 
sisting of rubbing and kneodlng of the 
back by the hands of the operator, who 
also gave him some directions about 
eating and bathing. 

George Burrows, special agent for 
the College of Physicians and Bur¬ 
geons. said he had visited Mr. Tay¬ 
lor's office next day and asked if lie 
h.ul treuted Marshall. The reply he 
«ot was: "We call It adjustment; It 
Is all the same thing." 

In answer to Mr. Lowe the witness 
admitted that Mr. Taylor had been 
perfectly frank with him and had 
even treated a patient while he was 
in the office. 

Mr Taylor described himself as a 
chiropractor on** who adjusts spinal 
trouble with hand practice. He had 
explained t.. Mr. Marshall that by ad¬ 
justing the spin*- this would take the 
pressure off the nerve. And nature 
would do th** rest: he had nothing 
more to do with It. For the hip h<* 
ouid no nothing and told Marshall so. 
In reply to Mr Lowe he said he had 
never at an\ time expressed what the 
a.u Calls "a willingness or ability to 
diagnose and treat any human disease." 

Ills worship quoted a sentence*from 
th** advertising matter which seem* d 
to him was such an expression: "If 
you are sick and ha\e tried every¬ 
thing else and have not got help, try 
chiropractic spinaf adjustments and 
get well." 

Mr Ta> lor contended that adjust¬ 
ment whs a different thing from treat¬ 
ment. e\eu though adjustment brought 
about conditions of health through 
gi\ing nature a chance to do her own 
Work Using a homely illustration he 
said th** taking of a kink out’of a hose 
or removing a brick lying upon It. and 
thus, giving free course to the water, 
was an adjustment, but if there was a 
leak in It this would require treat¬ 
ment. 

In reply to the magistrate, Mr. Tay- 
' *r stated that he was a graduate >f 
a duly recognized chiropractic col¬ 
lege In Davenport. Iowa, where the 
course of study covered two years, six 
months in each. There is no exami¬ 
nation In this province for a chiro¬ 
practor to Jims.--, he added. 

Mr. Low c submitted Ontario decis¬ 
ions under Its Medical act. that known 
as th** Henderson case, where the 
nodical college, lost, presenting th 
I ractitiomr as going far beyond any¬ 
thing Mr. Taylor had done In that 
use tin* divisional court held that it I 
was Impossible to practlc * medicine ^ 
without administering medicines and • 
drugs Counsel put in e letter sent to 

l. L Hodges, also a defendant now. In j 
which Dr A. P Proctor had Informed 1 
him that he could practice massage. 

Magistrate jjj,y held that the defend¬ 
ant had practised medicine In the sense, 
of holding himself out as willing to 
treat human diseases, deformities and 
defects, which was specifically forbid¬ 
den by the Medical Act. He Imposed a 
fine of $25, hut refused to give the 
prosecution any costs. 

The second case was against Charter' 
A. Kelly, who practices this art In the 
Hibben-Bone block, and is In partner¬ 
ship with rhls wife in the practice of 
optometry and the .prescribing of 
glasses for defects of the eyes. In this 
case W. H. • Bullock-Webster appeared 
as counsel for the defence. 

John G. Marshall, who had visited 
Mr. Kelly after he had been to the 
other chiropractor, told the same story 
as he had done In the other case. He 
was pretty sharply cross-examined by, 
Mr. BullocK-Webster, and in the end 
admitted' that what had been done to 
his spine was a massage. 

Superintendent Agent Burrows* told 
- f a visit lie had paid to Mr. Kelly's 
office following Marshall's call as a 
"spotter." 

Mr. Kelly, a native of Cobourg* Ont., 
lived in Nelson In childhood and for 
many years thereafter. He has prac¬ 
ticed In Edmonton and here as chirop¬ 
ractor and optometrist. In the Alberta 
city he and his brother practiced to¬ 
gether. were prosecuted and won 
through the courts. 

Mr. Bullocl;-Webster mentioned inci¬ 
dentally that the Alberta act is much 
mure drastic than that of British Col¬ 
umbia. 

Mr. Kelly stated that he is a gradu¬ 
ate of the Davis school In California, 
and Mrs. Kelly Is a graduate In opto- 

m. 'try. He explained a chiropractor as 
one who so handled the muscles of the 
hack that they became released, and in 
doing thigjf uny of the vertebrae were 
subluxated they would slip back Into 
place, and tflf'us the infringement would 
be taken off the nerves and hence off 
the brain. To relax the muscles he 
massaged the back. Mr. Kelly read the 
advertisement which he has had run ]

SPEAKS OF ASTRONOMY 

F. Napier Denison Addresses Teach¬ 
ers at George Jay School 
This Morning. 

A large audience of school teachers 
met this morning In th- auditorium of 
th*- Uenrge Jay school to hear the spe- 

• ial address given by F. Napier D-n 
,son * superintendent of the Meteor¬ 
ological observatory. Gonzales hill, on 
"Modern Astronomy" The lecture, 
which was given in a darkened room] 
was copiously Illustrated with beau¬ 
tiful lantern slides, which graphically 
showed the points which Mr. Denison 
wished to particularly emphasize 

The lecture dealt almost entirely 
with the researches of modern astron¬ 
omers. and more particularly w ith the 
work actually underway at such well 
known observatories as that at Mount 
Wilson; at the Flag Staff observatory.! 
Arizona, where Professor Lowell Is I 
carrying out some special Investiga¬ 
tions on the ids net Mars, in Conner- I 
tion with which he has made so many 
Interesting discoveries; and other 
observatories of note In both. America, 
Europe and Japan The speaker gave 
an interesting description of the 
moon’s surface, his remarks being Il¬ 
luminated with some very fine photo¬ 
graphs obtained from various Paris 
observatories. Sunspots, eclipses, 
cronae, and the supposed connection 
between sun-spots and terrestrial cur¬ 
rents and magnetic storms were all 
touched upon, the lecturer giving 
some of the more modern versions of 
tho origin and meaning of them. 

J W. Gibson, M. A., director of 
elementary agricultural education., 
presided as chairman at the proceed¬ 
ings. and at the close of the lecture 
moved a vole of thanks to the speak¬ 
er. which was given cordial endorse¬ 
ment from all the teachers present.

Ottawa, July 22.—The Evening Jour¬ 
nal says: “The trust mortgage of the 
C. N. R. in favor of the province of 
Manitoba which has Just been filed at 
the secretary of state office, does not 
reduce the security of the Dominion 
government for the $45,000,000 guar¬ 
antee. As a matter of fact, trust 
mortgages such as this are expressly 
provided for hy the Canadian Northern 
legislation passed last June. 

"It was stipulated that the C. R. 
could mortgage its line up to $150,000 
per mile ahead of the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment’s claim. This Is what the Can¬ 
adian Northern has Just been doing in 
connection with some of its lines In 
Manitoba. 

"In the case of new lines It can put 
on the whole mortgage of $15,000 per 
mile or with lines already pledged for 
say $150,000 It can mortgage them for 
an additional five thousand per mile.
